, such as a hunt meet, a 
race meeting or a football match, has of 
necessity to ‘‘ put up” his vehicle ‘for 
some hours in an adjacent field, and when 
he returns after a couple of hours to 
start for home he discovers the wheels 
badly embedded in the soft ground. 

A similar misfortune is now and then 
met with when a car is being turned on a 
narrow road the driving wheels 
running’ on to the soft verge of the road- 
way, spinning round helplessly and 
creating grooves. 

As we are now approaching the season 
of the year in which these and other 
similar conditions become more pro- 
nounced than during the spring and 
summer monéhs, a few well-tried sug- 
gestions as to the measures to adopt to 
extricate cars from such positions should 
be of interest to readers of these notes. 

THE USUAL METHODS. 

The usual efforts made to rescue a car 
that is badly ‘‘ bogged ’’ consist of laying 
material on the ground in front of the 
embedded wheels that will provide a gr 
for the driving wheels, but this method 1s 
not always attended with success. It is 
far more likely that moving a car by hand, 
rather than under its own power, will get 
it out of such a position. If the wheels 
are not very badly embedded, but are sunk 
to such a depth which raises a doubt in the 
driver's mind as to whether there is 
sufficient traction, or grip, in the ruts to 
enable the engine to pull the car out, it is 
far wiser for him not to attempt to bring 
the engine into use and thus avoid making 
the ruts deeper. The measures to be 
adopted in such a case as this are: Switch | 
off the engine and make a track in front 
of the embedded wheels of whatever 
materials are to hand, a floor board, sack- 
ing, newspapers, or small tree branches. 
Then put the car into bottom gear and 
turn the starting handle. This method 
very often succeeds where an attempt to 
bring the car out under its own power 
fails. If, however, the driver takes the 
chance of using the engine to extricate the 
car, second or third gear should be used 
in preference to bottom gear, but great 
care must be taken in letting the clutch in 
—it must be engaged very gently to avoid 


TO GET GREATER LEVERAGE. 

If these methods fail and greater 
leverage is necessary, this can be obtained 
by turning the steering to a full lock. If 
the driver is solus and sees no one about 
to lend a hand in pulling round the front 
wheels to a lock, injury to the steering 
gear will be avoided by lightly jacking up 
the front wheels by placing the jack on a 
stone or brick under the centre of the 
front axle and then turning the wheels 
round as far as they will go. Locking the 
wheels has the effect of increasing the 
leverage very much more than when the 
same force is applied when the steering is 
central. With the steering locked and 
force applied to the outside wheel, the 
wheel will travel a greater distance than 
will the whole car to which the same force 
has been applied. The next step in this 
process of getting the car to terra firma 
is to raise the inside front wheel and place 
it on the face of a slope, which is made

flat stone or brick will do—close to the 
inside of the wheel and under the axle, 
‘and then lift the wheel well off the ground. 
When the wheel is lifted as far as the 
jack will carry it, the space between the 
tyre and the ground is filled in 
with stones, gravel or any solid material 
that can be secured. Then place the end

ANOTHER AND SURER METHOD.

If there is any danger of the inside 
wheel sliding back, a chock must be 
placed behind it, even though it is 
already on a slope. When both 
wheels, are in position on the two slopes 
one ma@, \jatching hold of the outside front- 
wheel tyfe at its top dead centre will be 
able to pull a car weighing a ton and a 
nalf the rear wheels of which may be up 
to the hubs in slime. 

IMPORTANCE OF SHOCK 
ABSORBERS. 

Shock absorbers, without which smooth 
running and safe driving would not be 
possible, are about the. least understood 
and the most neglected part of the chassis 
of a car, and unless they are put out of 
action by fracture or other serious cause, 
which upsets the fair balance of a car, 
they are seldom looked at. These fitments 
are of two types, one relying on friction 
and the other on the movement of a liquid 
having a free flow in one direction and a 
restricted flow in the other to damp out 
spring rebound. 

To disconnect and repair either type of 
absorber is a job for the mechanic, but 
there is nothing to prevent’ the 
mechanically-minded owner-driver adjust 
ing them and seeing that they are doing 
their part tewards comfortable riding. If 
any of the absorbers stops functioning this 
will be apparent immediately one steps 
hard on the running board nearest where 
it Ys fixed. The car will rebound, as there 
is nothing to restrain the reaction of the 
weight being thrown on the springs. ‘ft 
this symptom is present examination of 
the shock absorber is desirable, which may 
disclose a condition which necessitates the 
attenticn of a mechanic; but, on the other 
hand, if the condition is caused by loose 
friction parts or the clogging of oil vents 
the setting right is not very difficult if 
the instructions found in the maker's 
handbook are carefully followed. Harsh 
riding indicates loss of efficiency in these 
valuable additions to suspension of the 
car.

YESTERDAY S CASES IN THE COURTS. 


THE FRAMING OF AN 
INDICTMENT. _ 


JUDGMENT IN SHOOTING 
- CHARGE APPEAL. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR JUSTICE 
SULLIVAN, AND MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 


The Court of Criminal Appeal delivered con- 
sidered judgment in the appeal which was 
brought by Daniel Cunningham against his con- 
viction and sentence imposed upon him at the 
Cireuit Criminal Court in Cork on June 4, 1931, 
The accused man was tried on an indictment 
containing four counts, three of which were— 
Shooting at with intent to do grievous bodily 
harm; causing an explosion with intent to do 
grievous bodily harm; and by an explosion 
of gunpowder damaging a door. He was found 
not guilty on each of the foregoins counts. 

The fourth count was in the following terms 
—Statement of offence: Firing into a dwell- 
ing-house. Particulars of offence: Daniel Cun- 
ningham, on the night of the 16th February, 
1931. at Courtbrack, Blarney, Co. Cork, with 
a shotgun, then loaded with gunpowder and 
leaden shot, maliciously did shoot into « 
dwellinghouse of one William O'Donoghue. 

On that count the jury found him guilty, 
adding the rider, “without intent to do 
grievous bodily harm.” 

Circuit Court Judge Kenny thereupon sen- 
tenced the accused man to 12 months’ im- 
prisorment, with hard labour, but on the 
application of his counsel he granted a cer- 
tificate under Section 31 of the Courts of Jus- 
tice Act, 1924, that the case was a fit one 
for appeal upon the question—‘* Whether fir- 
ing a gun into a dwellinghouse occupied at 


‘the time is an offence indictable at common 


law, notwithstanding that the jury found that 
the shot was fired without intent to injure 
the persons therein.” 


PROVISIONS OF RULE. 


Giving their ‘judgment, the Court declared 
that it was not alleged or contended in the 
Court of Criminal Appeal by counsel on 
behalf of the .Attornev-General that the 
offence charged in the fourth count, apart al- 
together from the rider added by the jury, 
was a crime created or recognised by Statute. 

Having referred to the provisions of Rule 
4 (3) of the Rules regarding indictments con- 
tained in the First Schedule of the Criminal 
Justice (Administration) Act, 1924, the Court 
stated that in the circumstances, for the de- 
termination of this appeal, they were confined 
to the question whether the facts found by 
the jury in the fourth count constituted an 
indictable offence at common law. ‘‘In de- 
termining this question,” they continued, “it 
ig necessary in the first place to consider what 
was the offence charged against the accused. 
In giving his certificate the trial Judge states 
the question to be ‘ whether firing a gun into 
a dwellinghouse occupied at the time is an 
offence.’ It will, however, he noted that 
neither in the statement of offence nor in the 
particulars in support of such statement is it 
alleged that the house was occupied at the 
time of the firing. The offence as charged in

Mr. McGuckin said that the Guards had 
searched all over Drogheda for a man answer- 
ing the description given to them and the 
appellant was the only man answering it.

Mr. Kingsmill Moore said that the appel- 
lant was standing openly in the street, and 
not acting in any way that would apouse 
suspicion. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan remarked that 
Charles Peace had been known to stand and 
read a description of himself on a wail ont- 
side a police barracks. 

Without calling on Mr. McGuckin for dhe 
respondents, the Court dismissed the appenl, 
with costs, holding that the action of the 
respondents was reasonable in the circum- 
stances, and that the decision of the Circuit 
Court Judge was righf.

THE FOURTH COUNT. 


“ Havina referred to the provisions of Sec. 
tion 4 of the Act and to Rule 4, the Court 
asked could it be said that the fourth count 
charged the accused with having committed 
a breach of the peace? The Act.” the Court 
stated, “ was undoubtedly intended to sim- 


plify procedure and to shorten and simplify , 


the forms of indictment. Nevertheless, we 
are of opinion fhat it was never intended that 
an indictment should be so framed as to leave 
it a matter of conjecture whether the minds 
of the jury were ever directed to the re 
gist of the offence charged. In order to con- 
atitnte a breach of the peace the act must be 
such as to cause reesonable alarm and appre- 
hension to members of the public, and it 
seems to us that this is a specific element of 
the offence. There is nothinc in the charge. 
as framed, to alleve, neither is there anything 
in the finding of the jurv to show. that there 
was any person in the vicirity who could he 
alarmed by the finding ; “neither is there anv- 
thing in the indictmert, or in the charge of 
the learned judge. to show that this aspect of 
the matter was ever presented to or con- 
sidered hy the jurv.” 

In the circumstences the Court was of 
opinion that count 4 of the indictment did 
not contain a statement of the offence of 
having committed a hreach of the peace 
within the meaninc of Section 4 (1) of the 
said Act, nor did it describe such offence 
within the meaning of Rule 4 (3). The Court 
came to the cenclvsion that the appeal must 
he allowed and the conviction reversed. They 
added that thev must not he taken as deciding 
thet the accused man could rot have heen 
nroperly convicted on an indictment aptly 
framed. On the contrary. having regard to 
the finding of the iurv that the acensed man 
did fire a shot into the honse. and to the 
clear and uncontredicted evidence that there 
‘vere persons in the hovse at the time, the 
Court considered that the jury not only 
micht. but must unless it acted perversely, 
find the accused man guiltv of having com. 
mitted a hteach of the neace.

Lord Osborne SBeauclerk. 


A racing friend tells me that Lord 
Osborne Beauclerk, the heir-presumptive 
of the Duke of St. Albans, has one or 
two horses in training at the Curragh. 
Lord Osborne has many connections with 
His mother, who was the 
daughter of the late Mr. Ralph Bernal-

The Duke is a large and 
popular landowner in County Waterford, 
and fishes regularly on the Blackwater at 
Carevsville, near Fermoy. Careysville 1s 
certainly one of the best, if not the best.

of an England in the New World, the 
other to his muse and the ‘‘ Faerie 
Queene,”’ a part of which he wrote while 
staying with Raleigh. 

While on the subject of the Blackwater 
country I would like to remind my readers 
that~here is an ideal holiday haunt for 
each man according to his taste. For the 
sportsman threre are many stretches on the 
river Jtself and its tributaries, which are 
free to the salmon enthusiast, while the 
river runs through the territory of three 
hunts. To the lover of beauty the Black- 
water is known as the Irish Rhine, while 
for the archeologist its banks and

QUIDNUNG. 


NINE MAIN CAUSES 
OF WORLD CRISIS. 


B. F. SHIELDS. 


In the last of his series of lectures 
delivered before the Institute of Bankers. 
Professor B. F. Shields, M.A., discussed the 
monetary and other important causes of the 
world depression. 

The present depression, he said, 


which 
appeared about the middle of 1929, 


had 


in any of the pre-War crises. Its exceptional 
character was evinced by the unprecedented 
extent of world unemployment. A_ sharp 
decline in wholesale prices, a tendency for 
wages and standing charges to lag behind 
general prices, a superabundance of agricul- 
tural 2 ggg and raw materials, which led 
to a ioss of purchasing power on the part 
of primary producers, and a collapse of prices 
on the Stock Exchange, were the signs that 
the crisis had arrived. 

In the spring of 1929 a break in agricul. 
tural prices was noticed, followed by a rs 
decline in the price of raw materials and a 
slowing-down of work, and in the autumn the 
depression was fairly widespread when, in 
October, the New York Stock Exchange 
crashed, and accelerated the downward 
tendency. 

The main causes of the crisis were :— 

(1) The lack of co-ordination that existed 
between the prodiction and consumption of 
joodstuffs and raw materials from 1925 to 
1928, and the attempt made by various com- 
bines, such as the Canadian Wheat Pool and 
the Stephenson Restriction Scheme for the 
control of rubber production, which main- 
tained prices at a higher level than normal, 
and thus encouraged further production. 

(2) The unexpected placing on the market 
by Soviet Russia of enormous supplies of raw 
materials, which accentuated the downward 
trend of the market. 

(á) The steep decline in the price of silver 
from 89 pence an ounce in 1920 to 12 pence 
an ounce in 1931, which decreased enormously 
the purchasing power of the East, : 

(4) The irregular movements of price 
levels in various countries, due to deliberate 
deflation in an effort to reach some form of 
gold; standard in some cases, and in others a 
slow, but deliberate, devaluation of the cu 
rency to some lower level, which handicapped 
export trade in the deflationist countries, and 
helped it in those which inflated. 

(5) The increasing disparity between whole- 
sale and retail prices, which caused consump- 
tion to drop; and, consequently, wholesale 
prices to fall still lower. 

(6) The diminishing disparity between 
wholesale prices, wages and standing charges, 
which eventually converted profits into 
losses. , 

(7) The general collapse of the normal 
functioning of the gold: standard on account 
of the huge international debts contracted 
during a period of high prices, and the 
harrier tariffs created, which prevented the 
normal adjustment of such obligations. 

(8) The political unrest in India, China 
and South America, which closed them as a 
market for surplus goods. 

(9) The prevailing insecurity that led to 
the investment of money of short term loans, 
which were liable to transfer at any moment. 

This last item was. the one whose effects 
had most recently been seen, and which 
illustrated the fact that until confidence was 
restored there could exist no financial or 
economic security.

BELFAST, Thursday. 


HE general election has now passed 
into history, and the vast majority of 
the people of Northern Ireland are 
naturally jubilant at the result. Hopes 
are high that a wave of prosperity will roll 
over the province, and it is significant 
that, even within the past few weeks, there 
has been a substantial reduction in our 
unemployment figures. Great things are 
expected from the National Government, 
and it is to be hoped that there will be no 
disappointment. 

So far as the Six Counties are concerned, 
there has been no change in the political 
colour of our imperial representatives. 
While there has been a remarkable turn- 
over of the electorate in Great Britain, the 
people of Ulster have remained true to the 
tradition of Orange and Green. East and 
West Belfast have upheld the Unionist 
standard, according to expectations, not- 
withstanding a strong challenge in the 
West: but the Socialist in the East was 
completely routed. Tyrone and Fermanagh 
have returned the Nationalist leaders, Mr. 
Devlin and Mr. Healy, in spite of absten- 
tion by Republicans, the Unionist candi- 
dates putting up a gallant fight to win the 
whole province for the Conservative cause. 

Thus we are sending back to West- 
minster our parliamentarians in the same 
strength as before—eleven Unionists and 
two Nationalists—and they are an effective 
little band, and may be relied on to look 
after the interests of Northern Ireland. 


MUSIC IN THE CHURCHES. 


It is a curious fact that, while there has 
been a remarkable advance in musical 
knowledge and taste throughout the North 
on the secular side, the standard of sing- 
ing in churches is low. The wireless, the 
gramaphone and the festival competitions 
have all tended towards the spread of 
musical culture generally, but so far as 
can be gathered that gratifying improve- 
ment has not been reflected in the choral 
work of congregations. This is one of the 
subjects to be discussed at the Down 
Diocesan Synod next Tuesday, when the 
report of the Church Music Committee will 
come up for consideration. 

The Committee states that it is pitiable 
that the Church, which possesses such a 
glorious heritage of music, should lag so 
far behind. A serious effort to raise the 
whole standard of sacred song is long over- 
due, and an urgent appeal is being made 
to the clergy and organists for their co- 
operation in a forward movement. Of 
course, in Belfast in a few of the principal 
churches the Service of praise is beyond 
reproach, but, generally speaking, the 
standard is poor. Enthusiasm and good 
leadership are required, 


MILK SUPPLY PROBLEM. 


A deadlock seems to have ‘occurred in 
the negotiations between the farmers and 
retailers relative to the milk supply of 
Belfast, and, unless an agreement 18 
reached within a couple of days, there is 
danger of a milk famine in the city at the 
beginning of November, when the winter 
terms come into force. The dispute is 
plain to understand, and in it no con- 
sideration is given to the interests of the 
general public. At present the price paid 
by the consumer in the city for milk 1s 
ls. 8d. per gallon, and the controversy 
concerns how that sum is to be divided 
between the farmer and the retailer. 

THe ruling summer pete given by the 
distributors to the producers is ninepence 
per gallon, the other elevenpence going to 
the distributors. In the opinion of the 
Ulster Farmers’ Union, the figures should 


be reversed, the higher amount going to! 


the farmers, but the retailers refuse to 
give any advance, with the result that 
supplies from the farms are to be stopped 
after next Sunday. Arrangements are to 
be made to send milk to hospitals and 
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other institutions, but nothing has been 
said about ithe thousands cf children 
throughout the city. Perhaps, 
Government might allocate the ' division 
of the spoils.” 


NEW INDUSTRIES WANTED 


An effort 1s being made in Ulster to 
open up new fields of labour. Even free 
sites for factories and works are being 
offered ty the Government to any enter- 
prising firms which might 
businesses not in competition with exist- 
ing. concerns. The conditions are 
attractive ; for Belfast is one of the lowest 
rated cities in the United Kingdom, and 
labour 1s not dear, while disputes between 
employers and workmen are almost un- 
known. Moreover, with. the National 
Government in power, capital will be 
better protected, and it is hoped that, with 
a well-considered system of safeguarding, 
industry will regain much of its’ old 
prosperity. 

In a modest way some new industries 
have already been started in the province 
quite recently. For instance, one of our 
largest creameries has installed machinery 
costing thousands of. pounds to manu- 
facture containers for cream intended for 
the London market, and another firm has 
arranged to manufacture waxed cardboard 
containers for milk supplies. Another 
establishment has started to make potato 
crisps, and in several other directions 
there has been progress. These ventures 
are significant of confidence in Ulster's 
future industrial prosperity, and under 
the new conditions we may soon get big 
apple-canning factories started in Antrim 
and Armagh. 


THE STRANMILLIS CONTROVERSY 


The unfortunate controversy regarding 
Stranmillis Training College is still 
troubling the community, the impression 
in certain quarters evidently being that 
the Government can he forced to ‘‘ climb 
do 1,” notwithstanding the Prime 
Minister’s definite statement that the 
Cabinet’s decision on the subject has 
already been given. This dispute has been 
dragging along for about two years, and 
there is a strong division of opinion re- 


carding its merits both among the clergy . 


and the laity. Severe criticisms have 
been made, and tempers have been fraved 
by oratorical attacks and counter-attacks. 

The problem of fuller Church represen- 
tation on the Committee of Management 
of the College was discussed at the Derry 
Synod yesterday, and a resolution approv- 
ing of the action of the Joint Education 
(‘ommittee rejecting the Prime Minister's 
decision was passed. In the course of the 
debate the question was asked if Stran- 
millis was an institution which could he 
relied on by the Church when the 
atmosphere everywhere is black with the 
poisonous germs of anti-clericalism, and 
when the babel of voices of all the con- 
tending preachers of Christianity and the 
ever increasing pleasures of life, are 
driving so many away from the services of 
institutional religion. 

The Government believes that the 
College can be relied on, with three official 
chaplains, and a Church of Ireland dig- 
nitary on the Committee to safeguard re 
ligious interests, and it has intimated 
that no further concessions will be made. 


ON THE BANKS OF THE BAN. 


Although very little is heard about the 
Bann drainage scheme these days, it Is 
gratifving to know that excellent pro- 
gress is heing made with this important 
undertaking. Several vears have passed 
since the Northern Government decided to 
deepen the river, but it was only in May. 
1930, that work was started, and it 
is confidently anticipated that it will be 
completed within the contract period of 
five . years. 

The drainage operations extend from 
Toome to Coleraine, a distance of about 
thirty miles, and about 1,000 men are 
employed sn the job, divided into two 
shifts. It is ngtable that the catchment 
area affected covers about 2,200 square 
miles, and as a result of the scheme large 
areas of satureted land will be improved, 
while big districts of virgin soil will be 
available when flooding will be a thing f 
the past along the banks of the historic 
river, | . 
It wilh he recalled that the Imperial 
Govérnment attempted to drain the Bann 
long ago, but failed in its efforts, and 
when the present works are finished. the 
whole project will form an enduring mona 
ment to the enterprise and vision of the 
Ulster authorities. In the preliminary 
negotiations Mr. Pollard, the Northern 
Minister of Finance, took a prominent 
part, and he is to be congratulated on 
what-has already been done.

The export of apples and pears increased 
from a modest 117 tons in 1930 to 4.505 tons 
this year, while the amount of apples im- 
ported was 4,788 tons, as against 4,296 last 
year. Butter eXports declined from 929 
tons to 306 tons, but butter imports in- 
creased from 2,103 tons to 3.796 tons. Flax 
imports declined from 15.643 tons to 12,886 
tons, and of the latter amount 12,406 was 
frem foreign countries. 

There is a big increase in the quantity 
oí potatoes exported, 61,084 tons, as com- 
pared with 25,605 tons last year. 

Pigs exported increased from 10,887 to 
13.201, but pork declined from 1,578 tons to

Institute of ‘ Electrical ‘Engineers, so far 
as it dealt with education, covered n 
limited field. It was designed for those 
young. men whose initial advantages 
authorise them to enter the higher ranks 
of industry. -“‘ There should be no room 


in any trade,” said Colonel O’Brien, “ for 


the indifferent. workman. A seven years’ 
working apprenticeship is no guarantee >f 
skill or intelligence.’” This is very true, 
and its truth becomes ' increasingly 
apparent as the functions ef modern 
industry become increasingly complex. 
Colonel O'Brien elaborated his doctrine. by 
reference to the trade of an electrical con- 
tractor. The ideal electrical contractor, he 
said, must be not only an electrical 
engineer, but he must have a fair knowledge 
of architecture, building, mechanical en- 
gineering, the properties of light and heat, 
accountancy and—human nature. In 
these latter days more and more of the 
higher positions in industry are being 
filled by university men. The speaker 
accepted this tendency as necessary and 
desirable, but made it the basis of a plea 


for an extension of the university s scope. . 


He proposed that the range of subjects 


‘for study should be widened, and that 


undergraduates destined for an industry 
should be allowed ‘‘ sandwich periods ” to 
gain a regular acquaintance with the 
practical details of that industry. 
Nobody will dispute this plea, which 
applies with particular force to the various 
industries connected with _ electricity. 
Colonel. O’Brien does not believe that the 
electrification of the Free State is likely 
to attract new industries; but he sees a 
considerable expansion of the Shannon 
output, nd with it a growing need for the 
services of trained men not only for the 
works, b..t as contractors. It will be: 
deplorable thing if the Shannon scheme 
grows, and Irishmen are not ready to 
discharge the various functions connected 
with and dependent upon it.

Pupil and Prize. 


To criticise the examination system in 
schools is to take up arms in a field where 
educationalists of all degrees have 
akirmished briskly for a century. At the 
prize-day of the Belfast Royal Academy 
yesterday, however, the Headmaster, Mr. 
A. R. Foster, attacked an old foe with a 
new lance. His speech brings no nearer 
the dim-descried goal of the schoolboy's 
promised land where pure honour shall ‘be 
purchased by the merit of the wearer with- 
out atedious test of his mental capabilities. 
He advocates, not the abolition of examina- 
tions, but the abolition of the money 
prizes with which the Northern Ministry 
of Education rewards industry and talent. 
The existence of these prizes, Mr. Foster 
contends, must result in an undue 
glorification of the bright pupil. Just for 
a handful of silver he is forced forward, 
and in the artificial standard thus created 
the weaker boy or girl goes to the wall. 
As the Ulster Headmasters’ Association 
recently condemned the practice, it seems 
evident that its results give Mr. Foster a 
good case, yet we feel that the problem 
thus set to the Ministry of Education is 
one that craves wary walking. The pur- 
pose of an examination is to exalt the 
talented above the dull or indifferent, and 


the vision of a prize provides a stimulus 


which never can be supplied by the 
prospect of a mere pass. The wisdom and 
experience of teachers should be a suffi- 


cient guard against the abuse of a system | 


which éannot be wrong in itself. Where 
there are no prizes the pupil lacks a 
powerful incentive to work. An old 
tradition, based on the early lives of some 
few great men, has laid down the per- 
nicious maxim that it is the unsatisfactory 
schoolboy who most often wins fame in 
after life.

It was of vital importance to the under- 

standing of painting to realise the two great 
divisions of form—viz., the spiritual and the 
material forms, Miss Jellett said. When the 
spiritnal form was uppermost they had a form 
of “artistic expression free from materialism, 
stressing the decorative mobile qualities and 
avoiding realism. fhen the materialistic 
spirit was uppermost the emphasis was on re- 
presentation and the use of perspective from 
one point of view. . Eastern art, as a whole, 
was controlled by the spiritual ideal, the sur- 
face counting as a flat wall or a piece of 
paper, The picture or decoration was, first 
and toremost, the harmonious filling of a 
space with rhythmic form. The subject was 
of only secondary importance. They had this 
idea in Celti: art, which was closely related 
in its root ideal to Eastern art. 
” Painters in the Christian era up to the 
Renaissance sought not merely to copy nature. 
but to interpret it, and, thonght nothing of 
taking natural form and. showing it from 
different view forms in the -same picture. 
Their idea of proportion; was governed by the 
needs of their composition—by the spiritual 
importance of certain “forms in the compost- 
tion. The Renaissance produced great art. 
representative of the material glory and 
exuberance of the time; but in succeeding 
centuries the ideal of art became more 
materialistic, till in the nineteenth century 
materialism. despite certain brave efforts of 
the Fren.h romantic school and of the pre- 
Raphaelites, seemed in full possession. 


THE IMPRESSIONISTS. 

With the Impressionists, at the close of the 
nineteenth century, they saw the artists grap- 
pling direct with nature out of doors. Before 
Constable the landscape or subject painter 
took his material from nature, but worked it 
into a composition according to defined laws 
in his studio. The Impressionists wnt straight 
to nature. and tried to portray the fleeting 
effects of the moment. They bronght with 
them a great colour revival, and a capacity 
to interpret the effect of sunlight out-of-doors : 
but they lost in composition and construction 
what they had gained in colour. 

The post-Impressionists saw this. danger, 
and aimed at the organisation of colour in a 
given space, and the clear delineation of the 
form which the colour was-to fill. They were 
feeling their way towards the realisa. 
tion of a. picture asa flat. sur- 
face. Wi Cezanne the conflict was 
more intefise. He realised the strong 
composition of the great Renaissance painters. 
and the loss of it in the Impressionists’ work. 
In his struggle to combine the two, Cezanne 
discovered the beauty of such forms as the 
circle, the cube, the angle, the horizontal, and 
the vertical. He was battling, im one sense, 
against Renaissance perspective, and intro- 
ducing again the idea of multiplicity of view- 
points of perspective. In another sense. he 
clung to the. great masterpieces of the 
Renaissance. This explained what many 
people described as the bad drawing in 
Cezanne’s work. Shortly before his death, 
+e 1906, his work began to be felt as a new 
orce, 


CUBIST MOVEMENT. 

The Cubist Movement came into being at 
the beginning of the twentieth century, and 
at first encountered fierce opposition. The 
early Culists took natural forms and experi- 
mented with them. They reduced them to 
the simplest geometric form, still under the 
influence of the strong three-dimensional 
sense of perspective. Then camé the period 
representing different view-pointe of the same 
subject and combining them: into an organic 
whole. Next came experiments with different 
textures, contrasting painted surfaces with 
forum” @xpressed in: sand pa . new t 
coloured ‘wallpaper, and Silier "devices ea 
in different shapes on the canvas. The 
blurred outline and blending tones oí the 
Impressionists were replaced bv defined colour 
spaces and rhythmic composition. There were 
two main divisions of the Cubist movement: 
those who worked from natural forms and 
those who worked from form born in their 
own minds and organised into an organic 
whole, according to the laws of the surface 
they were filling. 

The Cubists believed that they were 
following the truth which had appeared to 
them in the midst of the disintegration of our 
civilisation, and what seemed to them the 
birth of a new civilisation. They believed 
that the only living movement in the art of 
the present day was that resulting from the 
Cubist movement and the other movements 
affiliated with it. 3 


MOVEMENT NOT DEAD. 

Miss Jellett denied that Cubism was dead, 
and said that the, proof of its being alive was 
its influence on modern music, literature, 
printed fabrics, furnitere, carpets and archi- 
tecture. Perhaps its greatest manifestation 
was its mfluence on arvhitecture. In 
Dubhn, this form of architecture was already 
making itself felt. They had houses in Kin- 
cora road, Clontarf, and the fine industrial 
buildings in Fleet street and Rathmines road. 
The new Church of Christ the King was an 
outstanding example. 

The modern movements in art, which were 
struggling hard for their existence against 
walls of materialism, and against 
mechanical spirit)-of the time, coufd- only, 
like everything else, he proved by time. If, 
as their adherents believed, Faas were fight- 
ing to express anew the fundamental artistic 
truths of the world, in harmony with the 
coming age, the¢ would then be the chrvsalis 
from which he art of the future would 
emerge. 

Miss Jellett then exhihited a number of 
works, and reproductions of works, of the 
leaders of the Impressionist and Cubist 
schools.

NO REDUCTIONS ANYWHERE 
Mr. é J. Hughes, Secretary of the 
Civil Service Federation, told our repre- 
sentative that. he was aware of «the 
rumours with regard to a ''cut,” and, 
having regard to the official repudiations 
made on two occasions in connection with 
previous similar rumours, he had again 
approached the Secretary of the Depart- 
ment of Finance. Mr. McElligott had for 
a third time assured him that the Govern- 
ment did not contemplate any further 
cuts ” in the salaries of civil servants. 
high or low. | 
“ The Government,” said Mr. McElli- 
gott, “recognise that all grades‘ of the 
Civil Service have already suffered sub- 
stantial ‘cuts’ in their salaries, and that 
it would be inequitable to suggest now 
that they should accept a ‘ super-cut.’ ”' 
Mr. McElligott repeated what he had 
said on a previous occasion, that the 
sacrifices already made in civil servants’ 
remuneration were not paralleled in any 
other section of the community. 
Mr. Hughes went on to say that un- 
doubtedly the present rumours had re- 
ceived widespread credence amongst the 
higher grades He had been asked by a 
number of higher officials what would the 
amount of compensation under Article X. 
of the Treaty to which thev would be 
entitled in the event of a 125 per cent. 
cut being made in their remuneration. 
This was an aspect of the matter that 
could not be overlooked by the Govern- 
ment or the public. ‘If a transferred civil 
servant was able to establish before the 
Civil Service Compensation Board that 
his position. was materially altered for 
the worse, the Board could grant him 
permission to retire with a pension based 
on his actual length of service, with an 
addition of ten vears. 


A COMPARISON, 

On previous occasions, Mr. Hughes 
said, he had drawn attention to the fact 
that civil servants with over £500 basic 
remuneration were subject to a ‘‘ super- 
cut ” in the application of the bonus to 
their salaries. This also was the case in 
Great Britain. But in the Saorstat the 
basic scales of pay for both the lower 
and higher posts had been reduced con- 
siderabiv below the scales for the corre- 
sponding British grades. To give an 
example, the scale here for a ‘‘ super- 
intending officer’’ was £500-600, whereas 
before the change of Government. it 
Moreover, superintending 
officers and higher grades were. required 
to perform more responsible duties than 
officers of the same rank in Great Britain. 
Their hours of work were also generally 
longer, and frequently they had to put in 
a great deal of overtime, for which they 
received nó compensation at all. 


POLICE OUESTION 
R.O.P. EMPLOYES. 


STATEMENT BY LOCAL 
MANAGER. 


It was reported in Dublin yesterday that 
since Monday last employés of Russian Oil 
Products, Limited, had been detained, and 
afterwards released by members of the 
Irish detective force and by Civic Guards 
in Dublin and in various other districts. 

The police refused to make any state- 
ment, but an /rish Times reporter inter: 
viewed the Dublin manager of the com- 
pany, Mr. Emery, on the subject.

is no use denying that some employés of 
my firm were detained by the police; but 


our employés has got nothing whatever to 
do with the firm.”’ 

In reply to a further question, Mr. 
Emery said that R.O.P. employés, so far 
as he knew, had been detained at different 
times during the past few days. 

There are. between a hundred and a 
hundred and twenty employés of the 
Russian Oil Products in Ireland, and those 
who were detained include officials, lorry 
drivers and salesmen. Apart from those 
detained in Dublin, men were questioned 
and detained while travelling in the 
Counties Sligo, Galway, Tipperary and 
Offaly. . 

One of the employés was a traveller for 
the company, named Deshoff, who was 
taken from Roscrea, Tipperary, to Birr, 
Offaly, on Tuesday last, and was released 
yesterday afternoon. Others were two 
Irishmen, a lorry driver and his com- 
panion. They were detained from Tuesday 
night ti Wednesday. 

It is stated that the men were not 
charged with any offence, as the Public 
Safety Act (under which they were de- 
tained by the police) entitles the authori- 
ties to refrain from doing so.

The annual report of the Diocesan 
Council showed that the financial position 
of the diocese was satisfactory. 

The Board of Education recorded its 
warmest appreciation of the teachers of 
the primary schools under Church of Ire- 
land management for their continued good 
work in connection with the religious in- 
struction of their pupils, and thanked the 
card collectors and subscribers who had 
so splendidly contributed to the healthy 
condition of its finances. 

At the group examination in 1931 there 
i Were presented for examination 739 
children, of whom 515 obtained first prizes, 
139 second prizes, and forty-nine passes. 
There were twenty-seven failures. The 
successes reached the very high standard 
of 96.3 per cent. 

The Board of Missions reported that the 
fferings for the past year amounted to 
£1,113. In cuuiideretion of the circum- 
stances of the people, who were mainly 
engaged in agriculture, the Board re- 
garded this amount as satisfactory.

FREE STATE AND HER NEIGHBOUR 


ROPOSING the. “Prosperity of the 
P Irish Free State,” Mr. G. H. Tulloch, 

Chairman of the Dubhn Society of 
Chartered Accountants, who presided, said 
that prosperity was, perhaps, too much to 
hope for at the present time. In most 
countries people would be satisfied with ame 
arrest in the downward movement of trade, 
some ebb in the rising tide of unemployment. 
He reminded his hearers that the Irish Free 
State could not continue to be prosperous 
while her neighbour and best customer was 
in grave difficulties. The acute financial 
crisis through which England was passing 
arose partly from causes for which she could 
not be blamed, but partly—it must be ad- 
mitted—from her neglect of the most funda- 
mental principles of finance. Every accountant 
student knew that they could not extinguish 
a deficiency in a balance sheet by additional 
borrowing. 

The sweeping nature of the recent victory 
of the National Government at the polls was 
an indication of the strongest possible kind 
that England was at last awake to the 
dangers of unsound and_ extravagant 
finance. But England could not expect 
to win back her prosperity while the world 
was in a state of economic chaos. No one 
could blame England for seeking to protect 
her hard-pressed industries, but they need 
not imagine that tariffs were going to cure 
the trade paralysis from which the world 
was suffering. Production—owing to mass 
manufacture, speedier transport and im- 
proved methods of distribution—had out- 
stripped their system of exchange. It looked 
as if the day of national currencies were 
over, and that an international currency was 
required. 

Mr. Tulloc referred to the courage shown 
by President Cosgrave in making a stand 
against the forces of disorder, and paid a 
tribute to Mr. Ernest Blythe, and to those 
whose wise handling of affairs and far- 
seeing judgment the honourable position that 
the Irish Free State occupied was largely 
due. 


GROWING POPULATION

MINISTER AND STATE'S 
DIFFICULTIES. 


Mr FE. Blythe, Minister for Finance, 
replying, said that there were considerable 
difficulties iu the situation in the Irish Free 
State. They had no doubt escaped some 
of the serious effects of the slump in neigh- 
bouring countries, but they had not escaped 
them all. He did not think they could avoid 
feeling the effe.ts of the slump in other coun- 
tries. There was absolutely no way in which 
thev could avoid being hit by the difficulties 
of their neighbours. There was nothing that 
would better them more than seeing their 
neighbours coming out of their difficulties. 

Continuing, Mr. Blythe said that, in addi- 
tion to the ordinary difficulties of the situa- 
tion, they had to face something that had 
been happening, which ordinarily, and even 
as it was, they would be glad to see, but 
which increased their difficulties to some ex- 
tent. For a very lohg time the population 
of this country had been steadily decreasing. 
Now they found that they had an increasing 
population. The stream of emigration to 
America had stopped, but it had not 
stopped because of increased opportunities of 
employment in this country, but principally, 
if not solely, because of the fact that there 
were great difficulties in obtaining employ- 
ment in America, 


MONEY STREAM REVERSED. 

The fact that the stream of emigration had 
stopped made it very difficult for them in Ire- 
land to face the problem of unemployment. 
He (Mr. Blythe) did not know if things were 
as bad in America as they had been reported. 
but there certainly had been a reversal of 
what used to happen in the past, when large 
sums of money used to be annually trans- 
mitted from America to this country. Now 
the money was being transmitted from Ire- 
land to America. They now had people who 
went to America to find a livelihood that was 


not to be obtained a: home, coming back, 
having discovered that there were less oppor- 
tunities to be found ‘n America than there 
were at home. All these problems which 
concerned them were problems which could 
only be met by the co-operation of all 
national organs and of all sections and classes 
of the community. 

There was naturally a 
difficulties existed for each 
section to throw the greater 
of the blame on some other section. 
Thus they in the Government’ were 
inclined to think that if business men were 
more enterprising things would be better, 
and business men, no doubt, thought that 
if they had a slightly better Governinent the 
situation would improve, The urban dwellers 
thought that their troubles arose from the 
fact that the farmer in Ireland did not work 
as well as the farmers of other countries, 
while the farmers thought that the urban 
dwellers were profiteering on them in a way 
that was done in no other couutry. In all 
this there might be a shadow of truth, but 
they would get no further by reflecting on 
that—at any rate, in any spirit of bitterness. 


CO-OPERATION AND SACRIFICE. 


What they needed to do was to make up 
their minds that, while they could not solve 
every difficulty, they could avoid the worst 
effects of their trouble if there was a spirit 
of co-operation and, when necessary, a spirit 
of sacrifice. It looked as though there was 
to be a certain tightening of belts throngh- 
out the world and a certain giving up of 
luxuries which peoplé had been accustomed 
to. They must be prepared to face 
whatever was necessary in the making of 
sacrifices in a spirit of courage and confidence 
in the future, because the difficulties they had 
to face were. difficulties arising from errors 
and mal-ailjustments in the economic life of 
civilisation. ‘They were not really funda- 
mental difficulties, and were not due to some 
drying up of production or the disappearanc> 
of natural resources, 

They could, at least, be sure that their 
troubles were not due to the disappearance of 
the fertility of the soil or mineral wealth, or 
to the fact that the skill of men had fallen 
into disuse. They were due to sone lack of 
power to organise production and exchange 
In some way miscalculations had occurred. 
and because of that they could be certain 
that the difficulties of the world were 
transient difficulties, and they, with other 
peoples, would be able to come out of them 
in a relatively short peridd, and thev coul | 
look forward to the réturn of better condi 
tions than existed at the present time.

T a meeting of the Irish Centre of the 
A Institute of Electrical Engineers, hel 
last night in the Physical Laboratory, 
Trinity College, Dublin, Lieutenant-Colonel 
E. O'Brien, Chairman, delivered the season's 
inaugural address, in which he dealt with 
electricity and the need for a proper educa- 
tion for all classes of electrical workers. 
Colonel O'Brien is a member of the 
Inchiquin family, son of the late Mr. Mur. 
rough O'Brien, the Irish Land Commissioner, 
and a direct descendant of Brian Borrumbu. 
He was edacated at Eton and at the Engineer- 
ing School of Leeds University. He received 
his practical training in a big locomotive 
factory in Leeda, and held important posts 
in England. After the Armistice he acied 
for a time as Chief Mechanical Engineer to 
the Ministry of Transport in Ireland, 


THE ADDRESS. 


As an introduction to his address Colonel 
O’Brien spoke of the great advantages to be 
obtained by joining the Institute of Electrical 
Engineers. either as a student or an associate 
member. Membership of the institution, he 
said, formed a valuable asset in every 
conntry in the world. 

The one ontstanding factor of the last 
century which had fundamentally affected 
the inter-relations of t's human race had 
been the development and acceleration of the 
means of transport—a development which had 
had even greater effect than the invention 
of printing. The application of electricity in 
two widely different directions had already, 
ty some extent. profoundly affected the 
future of humanity. In one direction the 
application of hydro-electric power and long- 
distance transmissions might restuit—and had 
resulted—in desert areas becoming produc- 
tive and inhabited. In the other direction, 
the development of wireless telephony and 
television, snd the moving-picture industry 
night have a répercussion as great as that 
produced by the invention of printing or that 
of the steam-engine. 


EDUCATION AND TRAINING. 

For all classes of electrical workers a 
proper cducation was of the highest im- 
portance, There should be no room in any

trade for the indifferent workman, and seven 
years of ordinary apprenticeship was no 
guarantee of skill or intelligence. i 
For a proportion oí those who are destined 
to take their places in the higher ranks of 
industry, a considerably longer period at the 
University and a wider range of subjects 
seemed desirable, but such an extension of 
the period of University education would 
probably not effect its object, namely, that of 
producing young leaders of industry with a 
far wider range of knowledge than is usual 
to-day, unless employers co-operated in the 


i scheme and allowed such students sandwich 


periods of six months at the works. Unless 
there were some such plan as this the student 
might tend to lose tourl with the realities of 
lusiness, and either become an indifferent 
scientist or be added to the already over- 
crowded ranks of the teaching profession. 


A PROMISING CAREER. 

One of the most promising careers in this 
country is that of electrical contractor, Colonel 
O’Brien said The complete electrical con- 
tractor should not only be a sound electrical 
engineer, but should have a fairly intimate 
knowledge of architecture, building. 
mechanical engineering, and the properties of 
light and heat accountancy and human nature. 
There is much work ahead of the profession 
for some years to come. 

There is not much hope of cheap elec 
tricity as an isolated factor attracting in- 
dustrial enterprises to our shores, because, 
except in the case of electro-chemical in- 
dustries, which, incidentally, require 4a 
minimum of labour in proportion to their 
size, the cost of power is a very small frac- 
tion of the total cost of production. But 
the field of vossible consumers is still large, 
and the work of the Ele¢trical Supply Board 
and of the electrical contractor and consult- 
ing engineer will be incomplete so long as 
there is a turf fire. a coal range or a paraffin 
lamp, or a gas jet, or a stove alight in the 
land. 

Science and engineering can recognise no 
political boundaries, and in. the case of an 
agricultural cofintry, such as ours, he could 
not help feeling that it is of immense advan- 
tage to the. electrical engineers to be asso- 
ciated with the British Institution, and to 
possess all the benefits conferred by such 
association, at any rate till such time os

For long journeys the railway is seperior 
Ít is more comfortable, and less tiable fo 
delays and breakdowns. Railways can cea! 
with heavy traffic better than roads, Ua 
fortunately, in Ireland heavy traffic is scarce, 
and is confined to such things as -oal, 
feeding-stuffs. manures and cattle. The 
remote districts of Ireland, even if they are 
served at present by railways, can é their 
ordinary yoods far more aulchty y road 
than by rail, at distances up to about ‘! irty 
miles from the distributing centre. A lorry 
can leave in the morning with the orders, 
travel to the distributing centre, and bring 
back the various goods the same evening 
A train journey requires six separate 
handling of goods against two by road. 

I think that there is no need to emphasise 
how much the lorry has improved communi- 
cation both for passengers and goods for a 
radius of thirty miles from the chief dis 
tributing centres in Ireland. When you take 
away these cenires, what is left to the rail- 
way companies’? Unly long distance ‘traffic. 

Now, consider the terms under which Irish 
railway servarts work. During the war, 
when yjrices were booming, it was easy to 
pay high wages and consent to conditions of 
service under Government control. Now 
things are very different; but the claim of 
the transport werkers ‘to retain these condh- 
tions of service has never been faced.

I will give some examples to show the 
glaring inequality of railway workers with 
others, bearing in mind that the former are 
a small section of the workers in Ireland 
Before the division of Ireland an Agricui 
tural Wages Board, sitting in Dublin, to 
control farm wages at the boom period of that 
industry, laid down a minimum wage vt 
35s. per week for a fifty-four-hour week in 
certain districts cound Dublin, Belfast, etc. 
In other places a smaller figure wae lixed. 
and this latter covered the majority of farm 
labourers Now, when the cost of living has 
fallen from about 176 points above July, 
1914, to 66 in the Free State and 45 in 
Northern ireland, this Railway Tribunal 
insists on 4 minimum of £2 for a forty-eight.

Again, the Donegal County Council pays 
not more than 26s. a week for road workers 
Up here we have an example of an iusolvent 
railway company, compelled to pay these 
ridiculous, uneconomic wages, receiving 4 
subsidy from the Governments in Publir 
and Belfast. ] refer to the Lough Swills 
Railway Company. 

Mr. Good proposes under point No. 3 that 
Irish railway companies should be heavily 
subsidised I suggest that the taxpayers 
should not be called upon to subsidise rates 
of pay which are above other industries. | 
hold that the rates:of pay and conditions > 
labour should be bái down to eeonomic 
levels. One great reason why the privately 
owned lorry and ‘bus can compete so well 
is that they are privatelv-owned, and not 
subject to tyrannical rulings as to pay 
and .conditions of service.

At present all Governments have hesitated 
to fight the trade union, ¢xcept in the great 
strike of 19296 Jt is now a life-and-death 
question, and must be faced. 

Here in Derry the dock labourers are 
getting 300 per cen’. over 1914 rates uf pay, 
and control the whole transport system, to 
the entire exclusion of two other partners 
in transport—viz., the shareholders, who 
built the railways and .steamers, and the 
The rail 
ways owe much of their present position to 
Government interference in the past.  .ow 
can anvone vontend that [Irish railways 
should be placed under the control of a 
Ministry of Transport? ‘he United States, 
Canada and Australia have lost millions ot 
public money in an attempt to run ships,.aud 
in Australia the State control of railways 
has been disastrous. The Free State has 
shown a lead to the world by refusing to 
allow its Unemployment Insurance Fu~d to 
reach an unbalanced condition. It has now 
the chance to give another lead by r. fusing 
to subsidise wages at the dictation of the 
trade unions.

Sin,—In your ivaue of to-day Mr. Wil ing- 
ton, the Chairman of the Résctea Bacon 
Factory. states that “the humane killer is 
hot successful with pigs at factories, as they: 
anwar consc:ousheas before being hoisted and 
stuck.” 

The seat of all conscious feeling in verte- 
brates is the brain; if this organ is put out of 
action thete is complete unconsciousness. The 
humane killer, if it is correctly used, destroys 
the brain of an animal, and that animal can 
feel no pain and cannot recover constiousness, 

The humane killer is used successfully at 
many bacon factories, including Messrs. 
Arthur Davy and Sons, Ltd., of Sheffield, 
which is one of the largest and most up-to- 
date factories. aa Mesars. Davy 's 
records, they killed 14, pigs in the first 
two years they used the humane killer, and 
bad not one failure. 

Mr, Tom Best, butchery and farms mana- 
ger, Leicester Co-operative Society, Lid., in 
a letter dated 231d November, 1929, states — 

“In reply to sour query regarding the hams 
which woo every prize in two classes and six 
medals out of a pussible eight offered at the 
annual dairy show for hams, | beg to inform 
you that the hams were cured from pigs 
which had been stunned by mechanical! means.

quite recently from Belgium, where | spent 
ten days investigating the destruction of 
horses for human consumption. and in that 
country | also witnessed the slaughter of 
cattle in the public abgttoirs. 

Personally, | have shot over one lundre] 
horses, either because they were no longer 
fit for work or had received some serious 
accident which incapacitated them from 
further use. With the knowledge acquired 
from observation and practice, I state with 
out hesitation that the use of the humaue 
killer should be compulsory in All abattoirs 
except where the Jewish religious features 
exist.

A BRIGHT IDEA. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sirn,—As an occasional listener to the pro 
ceedings in the Dail and Senate, my mind 
alternates between the desire to give tongue 
myself and a longing for a lethal chamber in 
which to phinge.the oratore. Then the 
thought occurred to me: Why should not our 
State be really democratic? Ancient Ireland 
was a kindom, but is now a Republic. Why 
should not any electo: who so desires be per- 
mitted to speak? Not only would this have 
the excel'ent effect of slowing down our over- 
uasty and superabundart legislation, but it 
also would provide an excellent safety valve 
for would-be T.D. a and Senators and a trial 
ground for future members. I would in no 
wise suggest changing the present system of 
election to the two (Chambers. The elected 
imenibers would still be paid. I would even 
accord them a priority of right to speak. 

Certain changes would be necessary. For 
instance, the chairmen would have to work 
in watches like the officers of a ship, and so 
would the attendants. There would, of course, 
be no closure; but when the navmber ot 
speakers fell to some predetermined limit—eay 
under twenty-iour per twenty-four hours—the 
debate would Le automatically closed, and the 
vote on the c.. se would be taken by the 
legislators oniy. The final vote on every bill 
would be by referendum to the whole 
electorate. 

Wauld-be orators would have to take their 
places in a queue and pay a small fee, say 
five shillings, but advance bookings would be 
available at a fee of £10 ner speech. Under 
the new demovratic conditions, admission to 
the public gallery would not be free, and | 
would anticapate a considerable revenue from 
this source at 2s, per head. For a small 
country it séems impossible to conceiye a 
more democratic system than this, and I am 


sure that it would have the warmest approval | 


of that great champon of democracy, Mr. 
Bernard Shaw. May I hope that my scheme 
may receive the earnest attention of the 
Government at an arly date, and that the 
scheme, in a more detailed aud improved 
form, will soon be an acvomplished fact? 

It may he pornted ut that it would not 
be necessary for Ministers to listen to the 
speeches Much time, which should be spent 
by Ministers in attending to their depart. 
ments, is now wasted by them endeavouring 
to do their work in the Dail itself, with 
insufficient desk room and interruntiors to 
their train of thought caused by over- 
emrhatic speakers raising their voices. 

My scheme aise would include the pro- 
vision of a crystal set for every elactor and 
the broadcasting of ai! speeches mace outside 
the usual programme hours. Sunday after- 
noons world be reserved for Ministers’ replies 
to the debate; but these replies could he 
read by their secretaries, so that their golf or 
hurly would not he interfered with. 

I forgot to gay that electors’ speeches wonld 
be limited to fifteen minutes’ duration, elected 
members to thirty minutes, agd Ministers to 
one hour.—Yours, etc.,

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ALFONSO’S PALACE 
NOW MUSEUM. 
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From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
MADRID, Thursday. 


The great granite building which has 
been the Royal Palace of the Kings of 
Spain since it was first built in 1738, and 
on which down to the early yearseof the 
last century over £3,000,000 had been 


spent, will be thrown open to the public 
as a museum on Monday next. 

When King Alfonso left it for his flight 
to France last April the Palace, with all 
its art treasures and magnificent rooms, 
was taken over by the Republic. 
Property of members of the Spanish 
Royal Family, which has not so far been 
touched by the Republicans, may be 
seized to pay fines which may be imposed 
on King Alfonso by the Commission 
of Responsibilities, according to an 
announcement made by the president of 
that body in reply to the suggestion that 
it would be impossible to punish the King 
in any way. | 

The Commission is investigating 
whether the King was responsible for 
the establishment of the dictatorship and 
for scandals concerned with the Moroccan

The newly-drafted Wheat Bill, which 
frovides a bounty of 44d. a bushel on all 
the 1931-1932 season’s wheat put on the 
market, was carried by the House of 
Representatives to-day. 

A conference of wheat-growing States 
recently decided to ask the Commonwealth 
Government to distribute £3,000.000 in 
bounty, at the rate of 6d. per bushel, for 
export wheat, provided that the price did 
not exceed 3s. 6d. per bushel.

In the discussion on the incréased affiliation 
fee, the point was raised that the age limit 
of eighteen for those to receive coaching 
should he abolished or modified.

Walsh pointed out that if the club fees were 
increased the coaching committee woul# be 
able to extend the coaching svstem. A number 
of those present at the meeting were of the 
opinion that the age limit for coaching should 
he raised to twenty-five vears, which would 
enable promising plavers at the universities 
and clubs to receive some benefit from the 
scheme.

A day, before Judge Devitt, Miss Julia 
McCormack, Williamstown, Kells, sued 
the Meath County Council for £25 damages, 
arising out of the alleged negligence of the 
defendants, their servants and agents, in the 
driving of a horse and cart at Caherton, 
Keils, on June 5 last, when the cart collided 
with the plaintiffs motor car. 

Plaintiff said that she lived at Williams- 
town, Kells, and was the owner of a Hillman 
motor car. On June 8 last she was driving 
from Williamstown in the direction of Kells. 
The road was under repair by the County 
Counce, Thev were con reting the road, and 
the part in use for the public was half the 
road that had already heen concreted. She 
saw a car in front of her going án the same 
direction. : 

SOUNDED THE HORN. 

There was no possibility of passing the car, 
so she slowed down behind it and drew 
attention by sounding her horn. She put her 
engine into neutral. Then, to her surprise, 
the cart swerved. The horse shied and backed 
the shaft into. the radiator of the motor car 
and completely damaged it. Witness had 
milk contracts, and she used this motor car 
for the purpose of carrying out her contracts. 
So she had either to hire a car or to buy 
another. She decided to purchase another 
car. 

Mr. T. Ruddell, motor engineer, 
estimated the damage to the car at £12. 

Joseph Coogan, the driver of the horse and 
cart, said that he was working under a con- 
tract to the County Council to draw stones to 
the steam-roller. He did not hear any horn 
being sounded by the plaintiff. He denied 
that his horse shied or backed into the motor 
car.

“UDGE'S DECISION. 


Reviewing the evidence, the judge said that 
they had 550 vards of the road which the 
ordinary user could not use. To ask anyone 
to back a car 150 yards. supposing that two 
cars met near the middle, was a big con- 
sideration, and he thought that this con- 
tingency should have been allowed for by the 
County Council, though they did not always 
need to have a man at either end. Whether 
in this case the horse shied or staggered, at 
any rate the cart came back and struck the 
radiator of the car. Fortunately, the 
accident was not serious. The question was 
whether the County Council was liable or not 

if they deliberately took away one half of 
the road—whether there was any: extra duty 
cast upon them with regard to seeing to the 
traffic arrangements on the other half. 

Having referred to a legal decision in a 
ease tried by the Chief Baron many years 
ago, the Judge went on to say that in the 
present case he (the judge) came to the con- . 
clusion that this accident was caused by the 
negligent manner in which the Meath County 
Council regulated the traffic on the road uncer 
repair.
